"The Origin of the Gerund and Gerundive," "Further Notes 
on the Origin of the Gerund and Gerundive," and "Concluding 
Notes on the Origin of the Gerund and Gerundive" — such 
respectively are the titles of the three papers upon the above- 
named subject, which through the courtesy of Professor B. L. 
Gildersleeve have been published as follows in the American 
Journal of Philology : —
